ERTY above;  46  small  six-pointed  stars  in  outer  circle  (representing 
the  46  states  of  the  Union  at  that  time)  and  dome  of  Capital  in  lower 
left.  Reverse:  Flying  eagle  to  left,  above  sunburst;  UNITED  • STATES 
• OF  • AMERICA  • TWENTY  • DOLLARS  above  in  two  curved  lines. 
Edge  lettered  E PLURIBUS  UNUM  with  star  between  each  word,  and 
eleven  six-pointed  stars  completing  the  entire  edge,  making  a total  of 
13  stars  on  edge. 

Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  was  a sculptor  of  world-wide  fame.  He  was 
born  in  1848  and  died  in  1907.  In  1905,  at  a dinner  with  President 
Theodore  Roosevelt,  Saint-Gaudens  and  the  President  discussed  the 
beauty  of  the  high  relief  coins  of  Ancient  Greece.  It  was  decided  at  that 
dinner  that  Saint  Gaudens  should  submit  designs  to  him  for  a new  coin 
using  a classical  design.  This  set  a precedent  because  it  was  the  first 
time  an  "outside  sculptor”  was  asked  to  design  a coin. 

Having  in  mind  the  artistic  beauty  of  the  coin  to  be  minted,  the  great 
sculptor  produced  a design  claiming  equal  distinction  with  the  most 
beautiful  coins  ever  minted  in  the  world.  (It  is  the  cataloguer’s  opinion 
that  Winged  Victory  of  Samothrace  now  in  the  Louvre  inspired  this 
exquisite  design.)  The  relief  was  so  high  and  the  design  so  "dished” 
that  the  word  LIBERTY  and  the  stars  on  the  obverse  as  well  as  the 
legend  on  the  reverse  are  partly  at  an  angle.  The  deep  concave  comes  to 
a wire  edge  without  a "platform”  to  interrupt  the  field  terminating  at 
the  edge.  Another  distinguishing  factor  in  recognizing  this  coin  is  the 
thickness.  The  Ultra  High  Relief  Roman  Numerals  is  4 millimeters. 
The  High  Relief  Roman  Numerals  is  3 millimeters.  The  issue  with  the 
regular  relief  (Arabic  Numerals)  is  2V2  millimeters.  This  specimen  is  a 
splendid  "ROMAN  FINISH  PROOF.” 

There  is  some  question  as  to  how  many  of  these  magnificent  coins 
were  actually  struck.  Records  indicate  that  16  specimens  were  made 
but  the  late  Howland  Wood,  in  his  September  1908  article  in  the  Nu- 
mismatist, mentions  only  13  were  coined.  All  were  given  to  President 
Roosevelt  and  other  high  officials  associated  with  the  Mint.  The  cata- 
loguer seriously  doubts  that  as  many  as  13  ever  reached  the  numismat- 
ic market.  The  late  B.  Max  Mehl  handled  his  first  and  only  example 
when  he  sold  the  Jerome  Kern  Collection  in  1950.  Prior  to  this  the  only 
other  specimen  to  appear  at  auction  was  in  our  J.  F.  Bell  Sale,  Decem- 
ber 1944.  We  subsequently  sold  the  Theodore  Ullmer  specimen  in  our 
May  1974  Sale,  another  in  our  June  1979  Sale,  and  a fourth  by  private 
treaty.  In  addition  to  these  four  individual  pieces,  we  had  the  privilege 
of  selling  the  Unique  Saint-Gaudens  Set  by  private  treaty  in  the 
1950’s.  This  set  consisted,  in  part,  of  the  Ultra  High  Relief  with  Plain 
Edge,  an  Ultra  High  Relief  with  Lettered  Edge,  and  the  1907  Arabic 
with  Large  Letters.  We  later  repurchased  the  set  and  resold  it  in  1980, 
again  by  private  treaty,  for  the  sum  of  $1,000,000.00,  the  highest  price 
ever  paid  for  a set  of  coins. 

It  is  with  extreme  pleasure  that  we  offer  this  magnificent  specimen 
to  the  collecting  fraternity.

To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  this  completes  the  auction  sale  roster 
of  the  1927'D’  double  eagle.  There  is  also  a strong  possibility  that  when 
we  sold  the  J.  F.  Bell  Collection  in  1944  it  was  the  first  time  the  coin 
ever  appeared  at  public  auction. 

At  private  treaty  we  sold  two  other  specimens;  one  to  Louis  Elias- 
berg, Sr.,  the  other  to  Josiah  K.  Lilly.  The  Lilly  coin  (formerly  from  the 
Robert  Schermerhorn  Collection)  is  presently  in  the  Smithsonian  Insti- 
tution. 

Now  we  come  to  the  most  important  fact  of  all.  Of  the  6-8  specimens 
known  (three  are  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution),  a few  display  a "hall- 
mark” of  genuineness.  There  is  a thin  vertical  die  crack  4.4  mm  long 
through  the  tip  of  the  eagle’s  beak,  and  another  .7  mm  vertically  from 
the  top  of  the  eagle’s  head  at  the  juncture  of  a ray  into  the  field  above. 
These  die  breaks  can  be  found  on  one  of  the  specimens  trans- 
ferred to  the  Smithsonian  Institution  by  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment from  the  Denver  Mint  in  1927.

The  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  was  held  in  San  Francisco  from  Feb- 
ruary 20th  to  December  4th,  1915,  in  celebration  of  the  construction 
and  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal.  It  was  one  of  the  largest  expositions 
ever  held  in  the  United  States  and  attracted  world-wide  attention.  For- 
ty-four States,  United  States  Territories,  and  thirty-six  foreign  nations 
were  represented.  The  coins  struck  in  connection  with  the  Exposition 
are  among  the  most  interesting  of  the  United  States  Commemorative 
issues. 

These  were  the  only  Fifty  Dollar  Gold  coins  to  be  issued  under  the 
authority  of  the  United  States  Government.  Approximately  1,500  sets 
were  struck,  although  only  483  sets  were  sold  at  the  Exposition.  The 
balance  of  the  issue  was  remelted.  We  doubt  if  more  than  half  of  those 
sold  still  exist,  making  it  quite  rare.  This  is  probably  the  most  popular 
and  sought-after  set  of  coins  on  the  market  today.  These  sets  were 
originally  sold  for  $200.00  back  in  1915,  and  have  steadily  increased  in 
value. 

It  is  mounted  in  an  original  copper  frame  with  descriptions  of  the 
coins  gold  stamped  on  blue  cards,  and  encased  with  the  coins  in  blue 
velvet  within  the  frame.  The  color  of  the  cards  and  velvet  is  vivid,  and 
shows  only  faint  signs  of  fading. 

Two  extra  holes  were  drilled  in  the  bottom  of  the  frame  to  accomo- 
date larger  brass  screws.  The  original  glass  was  replaced  with  safer 
lucite.  Really  a showpiece!  (SEE  COLOR  PLATE)
